In all the world's history no wom- 


an's name stands out mare prom- 
inently than that of Clara Barton. 


She was born on December 25, 1821, 


in Oxford, Mass. 


When a child she had a handicap 


of lisping, which made her rather 
timid when other people were around, 
but when no one was watching she 
would skate, climb trees, romp and 
play like atlier children. As Theo- 
dore Roosevelt overcame his handi- 
cap oE ill health and v,-as able to 
give so much to our nation, so Clara 
Barton overcame her 
handicap of 


lisping and did so, much for human- 
ity, although it is said she never en- 
tirely overcame her timidity. Some- 
one has said that she was "timid as 
a mouse for herself but brave as a 
lion for others." She was of a sunny 
disposition and very tender hearted. 


When eleven years old she nursed 


her brother far two years, caring for 
him constantly. What girl of today 
would deprive herself of two years 
of outdoor pleasure just for the sake 
of 
her 
brother? This experience, 


however, and the devotion to her 
brother brought out the gift that 
was in her, that gift of "love Col liu- 
manity." 


When Just a young woman she 


started 
teaching in a free school 


which she founded herself. Only six 
pupils came at first, but when she 
left there were over six hundred, 
which proves she must have been an 
excellent teacher. She played games 
with all the boys until the four ruf- 
fians became amazed and were soon 
her friends, for, as she said,."they 
respected me because I was^as strong 
as they were." She was always kind 
to her 
students, pleasant in her 


work, gentle In her manner and look 
an interest in them all. 


After teaching for eighteen years 


she went to Washington, D. C.. to 
work, and it was while she was there 
that the Civil war brake out. She 
then decided to devote herself to the 
care of wounded soldiers on the bat- 
tlefield. She said, "I feel that it is 
only right that I with neither hus- 
band nor son to give to my country, 
should watch and labor, weep ant- 
pray with those who sacrifice and 
those who fail." She never lost her 
courage but kept her faith in God 
with no thought of personal danger 
her consideration being far the safe- 
ty of others, for, as she often said 
"I have never performed a day's 
work at the field that was no 
grounded on that one little sentence 
•Inasmuch as ye have done it unto 
one of the least of these, my breth- 
ren ye have done it unto me.1 " Her 
charity, like her Christianity, war 
,,-ide, and to all Europe she was tl 
impersonation of American mercy. 


To her belongs the birth of th 


American Re4 Cross society, which 
organization has praven so helpful t 
mankind. 
She was its first presi 


dent, which office she held for twen 
ty-three years. 


Because of her faithful service sh

THE LIFE OF CLARA BARTOX. 
Clara Harlowe Barton, was born 


Christmas Day, December 25, 1821, in 
an unpretentious farm house in the 
ittle village of North Oxford, in cen- 


society. Twenty-four nations enter- 
ed but the United States was not 
among this number. 
After several 


years the United States government 
finally yielded to Miss Barton's per- 
suasion and in 1SS7 signed papers 
which admitted our country to the 
organization. 
This was called the 


"Treaty of Geneva." 


A man %vho sees far Into the future 


has written, /'Some day the Red 
Cross will triumph over the cannon. 
The future belongs to all helpful 
powers, however humble, 
for two 


allies are theirs, suffering human- 
ty and merciful God." 


Clara Barton, who also could look 


far beyond, saw another use for the 
Red Cross besides war service. She 
said: "It need not apply to the bat- 
tlefield alone, but we should help all 
those who need our help." 


The American Red Cross saw the

In May, 1836, when she was fifteen 


years of age, she passed a teachers' 
examination and started a school 
with six pupils. Inside of a year she 
found it necessary to hire assistants.

This work was too hare 
for her, however, and she acceptec 
a position In the pension office ai 
Washington. 
Here she stayed til 


the Civil war broke out. 


When war was declared she let' 


her position and gave her services 
as a nurse in the hospitals at Wash- 
ington. 


She was not content here, however, 


and she finally gained permission 
from her father, and from the gov- 
ernment to leave for the front. 


After the war she was asked bv 


President Lincoln to search for the 
thousands of missing men. She im- 
mediately visited the prisons, helped 
the prisoners to regain their health 
and get in touch with their families. 
She visited the national cemeterieF 
and had stones fixed on thousands 
of graves. 


After four years of this-work she 


felt the need of a change so she went 
abroad for a long rest.

ITALY USED ITS 


OLDEST FOREST 


From far off Italy comes a fores- 


try lesson to America now being 
hard put for forest products as the 
center of the timber supply gets 
nearer and nearer tho Pacific coast. 
The lesson is that the millions of 
idle acres in this country must be 
put to work. 
St. Francis and his 


monks, nearly a thousand years ago, 
•pent much time In the cultivation 
of splendid silver fir and beech for- 
est. 
Since the year 1224, one fine 


old forest has received continuous 
scientific care and today is one of 
the municipal forests of the city of 
Florence with a trained forester In 
charge. 


The forest of La Verna is some- 


times referred to 
as 
the 
oldest 


known example of continuous for- 
estry practice, writes 
Nelson 
C. 


Brown In 
the 
American Forestry 


Magazine of Washington. 
Records 


have shown, however, according to 
Dr. Egldlo Ferrari, an Italian-Gov- 
ernment forester, and the Prior Don 
Easilio. that the beautiful forest of 
Eremo di Camaldoll Is not only the 
oldest example of continuous culture 
under scientific forestry 
methods, 


but it served Its highest usefulness 
In helping to meet the great war 
emergency by supplying much need- 
ed timbers and lumber for the front. 
It seemed that for this .very con- 
tingency, indeed, It had stored up a

specimens of silver fir from 100 to 
iOO years of age were felled to meet 
the urgent call. 


The Benedictine monks

have removed the necessity of walk- 
ng aa it was practiced a decada or 
so ago. 
Before automobiles and 


street c&rg came into use, business 
men were able to obtain plenty of 
exercise by walking 
to and from 


justness. Now everything is hurry 
and scurry, and tho average busi- 
ness man who spends most of his 
hours indoors gets not enough exer- 
cise. 


Few people perhaps 
realize 
to* 


valuo o£ walking as a simple form 
of exercise. It Is decidedly th« most 
available 
of every-day 
exerclsea 


While It may not b« absolutely tha 
best 
exercise, nevertheless, 
as a 


make-shift typ» of gymnastics, 
it 


serves a useful end. 


Luckily, walking rarely throws the 


high blood pressure strain upon the 
heart 
and 
kidneys 
which acro- 


batics, gymnasium work, swimming, 
baseball, tennis or other exercises do. 
Exhaustion, fatigue and physical In- 
juries ar« most unlikely in walking. 


After depleting; Infections, long 


drawn out Illness, chronic allmenta 
and accident, walking, 
without 
a 


doubt—even ot the ordinary automa- 
tic kind—Is on« of the best muscle 
tonics. 
Long hikes on th» other 


hand are not only far from automa- 
tlo but ar» decidedly apt to tax 


every muscle of the body from head 
to toe. 


To hike to the point of being foot- 


sore and weary Is hardly necessary 
to maka walking an exercise. Any 
ona knows his 
own abilities 
and 


should hardly be BO foolish as to 
fatigue himself, thinking he Is doing 
his .body good. 


The reason fat people do not re- 


duce their surplus by walking Is be- 
cause Instead of Increasing tha daily 
distance 'of, their walks they stop at 
a few miles a day and even fail to 
maintain this long enough to obtain 
tha desired results. 


Walking 10 miles a day for 
six 


months will reduce any fat person. 
The muscles tighten up and the fat 
begins to fade a'way. On the other 
hand, thin people gain weight from 
walking, If It not carried to an ex-

commonwealth, but 
omits 


reference t0 the common citizenship 
of Irishmen in the United Kingdom. 


HAVE NO QUARREL. 


'What does this mean? 
There Is 


as yet no explanation. But the ob- 
vious Implication is that It affects 
Irishmen here as well as In Ireland. 
A large part of the population of 
Great Biltaln is Irish by birth or 
part Irish by parentage. 
"We have 


no quarrel with them. They are with 
us in all of our activities. They are

The art of wireless telegraphy and 


telephony has grown to such large 
proportions within the 
last few 


months that It deserves more than 
passing inteigeit. 
The greatest 


stumbling block for" one who has not 
made a study of It, seems to be the 
wave length. 


Bear this In mind—the wave length 


of a transmitting or receiving out- 
fit does not signify its range in- 
miles. A 200 meter wave may cover 
a radius of 2,01)0 miles while a 2,- 
000 meter wavu may only operate 
over a 200 mile radius. 
Distance 


covered 
Is determined 
by watts, 


volts, time amperes and by local con- 
ditions such as weather, helght'd of 
aerial, surrounding buildings. Gen- 
erally speaking however, the longer 
wave lengths are usually used with 
higher power and are therefore cap- 
able of spanning a ereater distance. 


200 ORDINARY WAVE. 


Fcjr ordinary amateur transmitting 


the 200 meter 
wave is closely ad- 


hered to, so we will limit ourselves 
to this particular one. We all have 
noticed the 
small 
circular waves 


caused by dropping a pebble Into a 
pool of uater, successive rings form- 
ing from the point of contact and 
gradually becoming larger. The dis- 
tance between any two successive 
rings' Is known as a wave length. In 
the case of the water, it is only a 
few inches. 


In wireless, the action is the same 


except ths waves are electrical. The 
aerial is the center and may be com- 
pared with the 
pebble. 
Electrical 


waves travel approximately 186,000 
miles per second—much faster than 
water waves—so a 200 meter wave 
means that 1,500,000 electrical waves 
or rings must leave the transmitting 
aerial In one second.

FROM THE PEOPLE 


Miniature League of Nation*!. 


Maroa, III., Dec. 24, 1921. 


Editor Review: As the \\ork of the 


Washington conference draivs to E 
close it is apparent to those who 
have kept in close touch with the 
proceedings, that we shall have, as 
the net result of Its deliberations, a 
miniature 
League 
o£ 
Nations—a 


league of a few of the leading na- 
tions instead of a league of a ma- 
jority of the countries of the world. 
The Washington 
conference was 


called to rectify as far as possible 
the mistake made 
by the 
JJniled 


States senate in not ratifying the 
work of the Paris conference en- 
abling this country to join the other 
countries to the league m its laudi- 
ble efforts to establish "peace on 
earth and good will to men." And 
this, too, after the United States had 
been the prime mover in the forma- 
tion of the league. 


STRANDED ON POLITICS. 


The work of the conference noiv 


in session 
at Washington 
should 


commend Itself to the people of this 
country. So did the league o£ na- 
ttons. But the latter was stranded, 
temporarily stranded, on the rock of 
politics "when it reached the United 
States senate. Indeed, some of the 
leading members of that body began 
plotting Its death long before they 
even knew what it would contain, 
simply because the hand that guided 
It In this country was Woodrow Wil- 
son, and Woodrow Wilson had com- 
mitted the unpardonable sin of twice 
overthrowing the republican party 
and the leaders of that party in the 
senate were more concerned about 
•winning the election in 1920 than 
they were about the welfare of the 
country. Some^ of the ablest states- 
men In the party favored the league, 
and many of the leading newspapers 
endorsed it, but they were forced to 
retreat from their position by the 
action of the senate. 


It Is safe to say that If Charles E. 


Hughes had been elected president in 
1916 and he had promoted the same 
identical league, it would have been 
promptly ratified by 
a Republican 


senate and It would have been pro- 
claimed the greatest document pro- 
mulgated sines the constitution. 


INSULAR POSSESSIONS. 


More than twenty yearn ago this 


country departed from the policy laid 
down by Washington in his farewell 
address, and 
we obtained insular 


possessions -which necessarily placed 
Us in a position where our move- 
ments were closely -watched by 'some 
European countries. Whether 
the 


possessions which came t0 us as a 
result of the Spanish -war have been 
beneficial to u« or otherwise, 
or 


whether we pursued a proper course 
at that time, may be an open ques- 
tion; but certain it is that it is now 
too late to say that we must not de- 
part from the path pointed out by 
Washington. 
We have passed that 


stage and must meet the conditions 
which now confront us. 
We have 


acquired Insular 
possessions which 


have brought us in close touch with 
the countries of the old world and we 
must either surrender those posses- 
sions or become entangled in world- 
wide affairs. There was a time when 
the action of other countries, whether 
for peace or war, was of very little 
interest to us. 


MAKE WAR IMPOSSIBLE. 


When' the World war started and 


for nearly four years thereafter we 
maintained a neutral position as a 
country. Our good offices were fre- 
quently tendered 
to bring about 


peace, a peace that should be perm- 
anent; when that was rejected and 
we were later thrown into the strug- 
gle party lines were obliterated and 
we 
Joined 
our 
allies and helped 


them win the victory they so much 
desired. Not a dollar -was spared to 
bring about that result, and when It 
was over our allies looked to us to 
join them in peace as we had In war 
to make it impossible for such n 
catastrophe to ever take place again. 
The United States was looked upon 
as a model democracy; it stood for 
peace and not for war; it had be- 
come a ereat creditor nation and the 
peace of the world demanded that Its 
Ideals should be put into practice. 
The league of nations emerged from 
the Paris conference; it was approved 
by over forty nations sick and tired 
of -war; nations looking for a lasting 
peace and not a scrap of paper which 
meant nothing. But the very nation 
that gave it birth rejected It; cast 
it a'slde for partisan reasons. It was 
never claimed to be perfect; neither 
was perfection ever claimed for the 
constitution, but we have lived under ii 
and Its amendments for more than 
130 years. 


CRITICAL TIME. 


After the war was over came the 


critical time of reconstruction £nd 
we deserted our allies when our help 
•was needed; we adopted a separate 
peace with the Central powers which 
gave them aid and comfort. 
Grave 


matters are confronting the allies 
now in the possible failure of Ger- 
many to live UP to the peace treaty; 
but we are not a party to that 
treaty and musf therefore 
remain 


silent. We cannot attend the coun- 
cil provided by the league excepl 
as a spectator. Politics triumphed 
over patriotism and to case our con- 
sclonce and to partly cover pur per- 


fidy we invite a few nations to com< 
to Washington 
and 
Join us in 
i 


"naval holiday" and we usurp th 
real jurisdiction of the league am 
endeavor to settle questions -whici 
properly belong to It, but which can 
not be disposed of on account of ou 
insular possessions and lack of mem 
bership in the league. 
As Senate 


Glass says we refused to enter th 
league by the front door, but try t 
sneak In through the back door. 


SHOULD RATIFY. 


If t h e 
Washington 
conferenc 


reaches an agreement 
on pendm 


matters and asks the stamp of ap 
proval by the senate on its action 
the senate, while Republican, ma 
refuse to ratify, and while the Demo

•Washington, D. C., Dec. 24— The 


fta.na bloc" has come to have, here 
in Washington at least, a terra with 
"» meaning quits as definite as the 
terms "Republican parti" or "Dem- 


< ocratio partj." 
In fact, those sena- 


tors who compose the centre of the 
tarm bloc and give it leadership and 
guidance come together more often 
and act together more solidly tnan 
do the Republican senatora or the 
Democratic senators. 
Further yet, 


the far rnbloc is undeniably a grow- 
ing institution. It's strength and 
jmrstige increases with every Issue 
that comes up. 


REPUBLICANS TIELD 


The leadership of tne Republican 


party, which Is supposed to dominate 
•the Senate but does not, is in a state 
of constant >ieldmg to the farm bloc. 
President Harding aid a member or 
Ilia cabinet. Secretuty Weeks, have 
'In public addresses spoken critically 
of this form of group action in con- 
gress, but the Republican 
leaders 


"within the senate and house do not 
fight it. At least, they do not fight 
It vigorously or successfully. 
Their 


more frequent and obvious tendency' 
Is to let it have its way. 


Just now, as the important tariff 


legislation is about to emerge from 
the senate finance committee, It Is 
•pparent that Senator Penrose does 
not feel strong enough to take any 
course other than largely to let the 
farm bloc -write whatever tariff it 
chooses to Tv-rite. 


ITS CAUSE 


Since this Is a new and Important 


Institution in American politics, it 
will be interesting and useful to con- 
cider the story of Its inception, and 
growth. For that purpose, the best 
possible beginning is a hrlel state- 
ment of business conditions in tne 
farming states from 
which 
these 


senators and congressmen come, and 
iwhoss economic and political ideas 
they represent. 


For irach a statement there Is no 


source more authoritative or com- 
pact than to quote a few detached 
sentences from the just issuco annual 
report of Secretary Henry Wallace 
of the department 
of agriculture. 


Secretary Wallace paints tnis pic- 
ture of the farming conditions wh'ci: 
have caused the senators and con- 
gressmen from 
farming 
states to 


seek 
economic remedies 
through 


government action, and to act to- 
gether politically toward that end 
He says:

A SOLITARY MAVBR.ICK 


La Follette is, by choice and prao- 


tice, a solitary maverick In politics. 
About the last thing he would ao 
would be to subscribe to group au- 
tlon or to obligations of team-wor^ 
that might impair his complete IID- 
erty of action in any contingency. 
Nevertheless, it is a i«.cc that i^a- 
Follette has shared most 
of 
the 


steps taken by the farm bloc. 


Lenroot, who la one of the aiblest 


men in the senate, has a position 
considerably farther toward the out- 
er fringe erf .the movemetw. 
By 


reason of his ability ana standing-, 
he h-^s been particularly neipful 01 
such occasions as 
his 
convictions 


have coincided with those 
of 
th 


farm bloc. 


ON FRINGE 


Kellogg of Minnesota Is another 


ordinarily conservative senator who 
has occasionally occupied a position 
on the outer circle of the farm bloc. 
Senator Ladd of North Dakota has 
been close to the heart of the move- 
ment 
So has Nor beck of South Da- 


kota, Kendrick of Wyoming, and Mc- 
Nary of Oregon. 


Several of the senators who arc 


frequently described as radical, like 
Johnson of California and Borah of 
Idaho, have not been formally Ident- 
ified with -the farm bloc. It is also 
a fact that few senators who come 
from purely agricultural states, and 
tvho, therefoie, might be expected 
to be in the heart or the movement, 
have not ifeally participated In it 
In any formal way. But it Is not 
possible to list all the members of 
the bloc, nor to state what exact 
justice the degree of participation 
in it or of dissent from it that sen- 
ators have had. 


SOME FOULOW BIXDC 


Some senators who have not at- 


tended the formal meetings of tiie 
bloc have nevertheless voted in fav- 
or of most of the measures it orig- 
inated. .Nothing that Is here said 
should be Interpreted too definitely 
by readers or others who contemplate 
political action one way or tne oth- 
er, based on the identification, 
lack of Identification, of various sen- 
ators with the farm bloc. 


UESS RIGIDLY ORGANIZED 


So much for the farm bloc in th« 


senate. In the house the bloc has 
been less rigidly organized, but has 
been, nevertheless on 
the 
whole 


equally potent In casting the balance 
of power. Also It is clearly a fact 
that the membership of tne b!oc In 
the lower house is rapidly grow- 
ing 


This covers very incompletely and 


with no pretense to e^act accuracy 
the Republican part o-f the Bloc One 
of the first acts of the leaders, ana 
a thing which has been at tne heart 
of their-" success, was tlie forming ot 
an alliance 
with 
a 
considerable 


number of southern Democrats. 


SOUTH HARD HIT 


In the cotton producing states ot 


the couth, farming conditions last 
year were fully as distressing 
as 


Secretary Wallace has described them 
In the agricultural states of 
the 


•west. *It was this partnership In 
economic distress that made the pol- 
itical partnership easy. 
The econ- 


omic remedies that would relieve the 
west would also relievo me eoutrt. 


Among the southern 
Democratic 


senators who are commonly descrlo- 


1.! ed as having participation in tha 


bloc are Smith of Soutft 
Carolina, 


Fletcher o£ Florida, 
Sheppard

Teiae, Harris of Georgia, Caraway of 
Arkansas, and Heflln of Alabama. 


In this list of Democrats, as well 


as In naming the Republicans who 
are generally 
regarded as having 


participated In the bloc, there IB no 
pretense to completeness or to ex- 
act accuracy.

not formally Identified witn its leaa- 
ership, and the local reader in the 
States from which these

come should be warned against mak- 
ing final political conclusions based 
on what is here said. 


LXTTUE ROOM FOR CRITICISM 
In turning to a fair examination 


of what the bloc has done with Its 
power, It must be said ao 
far ab 


those measures are concerned whicn 
they Initiated or advocated little can 
be said in the nature of criticism, 
even by those who are mostly dis- 
posed to 
deplore 
the 
underlying 


principle of group action in politics. 


As regards the measures 
which 


the farm bloc Is jrlven credit for op- 
posing or defeating, probably some- 
what less is to be said for 
them 


There Is not space In the present 
article for any minute examination 
of the 'bloc's legislative program-, 
cither of advocacy or of opposition 


SECURED FARM RBI/IEF 


Perhaps the chief 
measure 
for 


which the bloc Is responsible was 
the appropriation of 1500,000,000 to 
be used by an agency of the treas- 
ury for the relief of farm condi- 
tions. It is true that the form in 
which this measure ultimately pass- 
ed was very different and much less 
radical than the form In wnlch the 
farmers originally proponed it. But 


the form in which this fund fin- 


ally became available for tne relief 
of distress In the farming districts 
it was an entirely reasonable meas. 
ure considered as an emergency ac- 


tlon and In its a-ppllcatlon has done 
great good. 


BUSINESS MEN AT HEAD 


The fund was entrusted to a rep- 


presentatlve of the treasury, in the 
person of a New York banker. Mr. 
Eugene Meyer, together with sev- 
eral associates who are business men 
from various sections of tne country. 
Ur. Meyer turned out to be a man 
of energy and resource. 
He 
has 


traveled up and down the country, 
finding out the spots where there 
was need of relief. 


AIDED BANKS 


The relief has taken the form of 


advancing money to local Bankers, 
and to others who, in their turn, 
had previously loaned money to far- 
mers and stock raisers. In 
these 


cases the original borrowers among 
the farmers and stock raleera were 
utterly unatole to pay their notes 
when they baeara* due. 


If the lenders had foreclosed, there 


would have been widespread ,dlsr 
tress not only to the farmers but 
to the entire local business commun- 
ities Involved. The relief furnished 
by the treasury was In the shape 01 
advancing money and taking a prior 
lien on the collateral or other rorm 
of security. 


PROBABLY NQ liOS3 


There Is no reason to anticipate 


that the government will lose any 
considerable amount of money, ad- 
vanced, md the net result of the 
operation as a whole has unquestion- 
ably been to prevent the sacrifice 
of live etock and crops in a panicky 
market, and otherwise to stabilize 
business conditions generally ini the 
farming states, 


FOR BETTER CREDITS 


The rest of the affirmative pro 


gram of the farm bloc, both for the 
past and for the future, nas Been 
and Is largely In the same genera 


direction of providing better credit 
ondltlons and better market eon- 
itlons for the farmers. 
For tba Immediate future the pro- 
rara ot the bloo Includes a statute 
egallzlng and otherwise making pr»- 
islon for co-operative selling oa 
he part of the fanner; Hie creation 
t a rural credit Institution, which 
ill permit the loaning ot money on 
ommodltles In the same way in 
hich the government already loans 
toney1 on farm land; and, finally,' a 
omewhat more dubious proposal to 
eq-uire that a farmer shall sit on 
h» federal reserve board.

Friday 
and Saturday should have been the 
big shopping days. Saturday's weath- 
er was better than Friday's but roads 
were universally bad and some of 
them were reported as impassable. 
But at that the afternoon and even- 
ing bTongh something like an old 
time rush to the stores. 


COUNTY NOT BROKE. 


In spite of the weather and roads 


and the popular belief that hard 
times prevail the business that mer- 
chants have done during the last 
five or six weeks is convincing e 
dence that Decatur and vicinity Isn't 
broks At least It was not broke up 
to Saturday night although It may 
be slightly bent after all Christmas 
purchases were made. 


The head of one of the big stores

business is about 25 per cent 


less in volume than It was last year," 
was a hardware merchant's summary

ernment leased Navy Island to aBuf- 
falo corporation which proposed to 
establish a ilneyard and orchard 
there. The concern did not progress 
and ultimately sublet Its rights to 
a tenant farmer who waa the sole 
permanent occupant of the Island for 
a quarter of a century.
